It isa pity the wiofficial members did not 
give Mr, Wireman the sAme support in 
his motion fora nominal reduction of the 
Colonial Surgeon's salary as a_ protest 
against the offensive remarks made hy that 


official with regard to the Sanitary Board, 


in his lest annual report. Possibly they 
thought the matter too paltry to cail 
for serious notice or that the offence should 
be overlooked in view of Dr. AYREs's long 
service and’ personal popularity. In any 
case it would have been well if they had 
explained their reasons, The remarks to 
which Mr. Witrren ean drew attention 
were moxt offensive and unjustifiable and, 
we think, called for some formal censure, 
Other reports haye appeared in recent years 
to which exception might also he taken, 
though uot on precisely the sume grounds as 
Dr. AYRES's, and it might be well if) the 
Government issued a circular to the heads 
of departments directing that their official 
reports shsuld he confined to a plain 
business-like account of the work of their 
departments, with such practical suggestions 
as they may deem necessary, and that irrele- 
vant discussions on things in general should 
be avoided. Inthe Chinese Customs Seryice 
the Commissioners are required to limit the 
length of their annual reports fo a certain 
number of pages and the question whether a 
similar rule should not be applied to the 
heads of departments in Hongkong seems 
worthy of consideration, on special reports 
particular subjects being. permitted when 
circumstances call fur them. 

In any case reports such as the Colonial 
Surgeon's last one are to be deprecated. The 
remarks complained of were the more offen- 
sive coming from the source they did, for in 
the matter of public sanitation Dro Ayres 
ix the Jast man who shéald throw stones, 
Personally he was ane ofthe most popular men 
in the colony and his kindly attention was 
much appreciated by those menibers of the 
Service who were cutitled to his attendance as 
their physician, but as regards measures 
of public health the colony has little 
to thank him for, When he was ap 
pointed to the colouy he made an inspection 
of its slums, as in duty hound, wrote a 
report Which was hy the nature of the cnse 
sensation, and on the reputation le aade 
therehy he seemed content to rest. The 
Tung Wah Hospital was under his. inspee- 
tion, but last year cases of plague hid been 
coming inte that establishment for a long 
time before he became aware of it, and thus 
a formidable epidemic which might possibly 
have been stamped out had it been attacked 
as soon as it made its appearance was allowed 
to gain a firln footing, Aud itis Dr. Avines, 
with a record like that, who attacks the 
Sanitary Board. [fe was himself a member 
of the Buard, but the repurts of the proceed- 
ings-of that body do not disclose any cfort 
on his part to promute its usefulness or to 
secure for it the powers that were neces- 
sary for its cfficicney. :

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INRURPELLATIONS IN THE LEGIS- 
"eS LATIVE COUNCIL, “

The wrong appligation ofa principle should 
not be allowed to blind us to the intrinsie - 
nierits of the prindiple itself. This reflection 
is suggested hy certain comments that have 
been made on the line taken up by the 
Government with] regard to the questions 
of which notice was given by the Hon. E, R.

annnm.” Where the parties desire to chtain 
a greater interest than {he {two per cent. 
provided by the Bill. they must apply for an 
order of the Court to snetion any particular 
investment. ‘The Bill is very similar to the 
Straits Settlements Ordinance above referred 
to, which was based upon the Luperial Act: 
and 36, Vict. +4 sect. 14-18. It wax thought 
desirable that all moneys paid into Court should 
in future bear a guaranteed interest so that 
persons should know that they ran no risk with 
regard to any money paid into the Court. It 
is quite true that two per cent. appears to bea 
small interest. but hon. members will observe 
that under section 2 all moveys which shall not 
be required by any written law to be deult 
with in any particular way and shall not be 
required by any order of Court to be laid out 
in any particular investment shall be placed by 
direction of the Registrar of the Supreme 
Court on deposif. with the Colonial Treasurer. 
If persons are desirous of obtaining a laryer 
interest than two per cent.—if, for instauce, 
they want their money out on mortguge or on

Of course the applicants must run the 
E . risk inseparable from investments and mortgages 
of that kind, which are subject to changes in 
their value as land may go up or down.

THE ISTAMP OLDINANCE. 

The Actina CoLONIAL TREASURER—B6ir, I 
have to move the second reading of the Bill 
entitled * An Ofdinance to further amend the 
Stamp Ordinante. 1X86." The main object of 
the Bill is to amend the law so as to allow the 
stampiug of certain documents after execution 
Without payment of a penalty. ‘I'he theory of 
stamping ix that all documents liable to duty 
should be stamped before execution, but in 
practice iu England it was feund very incon- 
venien€ to insist, on this principle -being 
earried out. ‘Phe practice at home was there- 
fore modified accordingly, and it wax re- 
presented to this Government that the local law 
shonld he altered on similar lines. The other 
change of importance is the reduction of penalty 
on documents stamped after execution. It is 
considered that the present penalties, ten and 
twenty times the deficient duty, are practically 
prohibitive in many instances. I therefore 
more the second reading of the’ Bill.

His EXCELLENCY What was that’ I did 


Hon. Ifo Kat---Against the unfair and un- 
reasonable exaction that is sought to be imposed 
on the colony, that is to say, 17} per cent. on all 
ravenne. including municipal rates, for the pur- 
poses of iuilitary contribution. When we heard 
at first the proposal to accept 174 per cent. of 
the colony's rereuue as our military con- 
tribution we were rather glad. because awe 
thought that the 174 per cent. would be levied 
on the general revenue only, not including tho 
municipal portion of the colony's revenue, as 
in the case of Siugapore. We were very much 
disappointed when we received the despateh of 
the Right Hon. the Secretary of State and 
. Even 
then we hoped that it was only by an oversight 
that the home authorities had charged the 174 
per cent. on the whole of the grogs revenue of 
the colony instead of making an exception of 
the municipal portion of it. We addressed a 
united letter to the Secretary of State, and that 
letter met with your Excellency's kind support, 
and it was hoped that as we had your support 
he would sue the matter from our point of view: 
but instead of that we have reecived a despatch 
from him. refusing jto make the exception 

He has given certain rea- 
sons in this despatch to support the conclusions 
he has arrived at, and in the last part of the 
despatch he says that he “trusts that on 
further consideration the members of the 
Legislative Council will agree that this forms a 
fair and reasonable settlement of the question; 
but since we received this despateh “-. have 
considered the subject well and thoroughly, over 
and over again, and we certaiuly could not 
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that we are not entitled to have that 
principle applied to us. The first reason -- 
he gives for feeling that this colony 
should be treated differently from Singapore is 
that “the municipal. revenues of the Straits 
Settlements are only about 20 per cent. of the 
gross revenues, and that for the sake of com- 
parison between the two colonies I could not 
regard as municipal several of the items speei- 
fied . . .* which altogether umount to over 
30 per cent. of the revenue.” I am not awake 
that we sent to the Secretary of State anything 
except what we consider items of municipal 
revenue; but surely the inclusion, even wrongly, 
of any item under that head does not give the 
Secretary of State a vight—or rather cannot 
induce the Secretary of State—to deprive us of. 
the benefits of legitimate exemptions. Sup- 
posing any item not to be properly included in 
the amount maktng up the difference between 
20 and 30 per cent., it does not militate against 
the principle that we have a right to ask the 
Secretary of State to have our local revenue 
kept purely for local purposes, free from the 
liability of having to contribute towards the 
military expenditure. ‘Then, again. the second 
reason which the Secretary of State gives is 
that “in that colony also the’ municipalities 
contrihute about 872.000 to the reperal revenue 
for police purposes.” Now it appears to me 
that what he means is that Singapore having 
contributed something towards the general 
Straits revenue‘ for police expenses in certain 
localities which the municipality could not well 
reach, for that they hate their municipal re- 
veuue exempted from the calculation for uulitary 
purposes, Now, in Hongkong. we have en- 
trusted too much, in fact, entrusted every- 

thing, to the Goverment; and therefore we 

shall not have that axemption. I suppose 

the moral is that we had better have a 
Municipal Council for ourselves, and then if we 
like to entrust certain municipal duties to the 
Goverument we shall be treated like the Straits 

Settlements and have fhe municipal revenue 

exempted. Ii do not think this is a cogent 
reason why We should not be placed on a par 
with the Straits Settlements. The third and last 
reason stated! by the Seeretary of State in his 

despatch is that the Straits Settlements, being 

nearly fifty times larger than this colony, are 

more difficult, and more expensive to‘ govern, 

while the general revente is only about three 

times that of Hongkong: and Hongkong 

being very much more populous in propor. 

tion to area and more easily governed, there- 

fore we myst pay a larger amount of military 

contribution,and our niunicipal revenue will 

also for that reason be included. I do not see 

any reason in that at all. Just because Hong- 

kong isa smaller place and more populous— 

fifty times more populous in proportion—and 

just because we have a smaller area and also a 

more perfect system of water supply and drain- 

aye and all that sort of thing—though we have 

to borrow money and inaur large debts to pay 

for all this—and just because we have a splendid 

Central Market bringing in a yery large amount 

of interest on the capital we expended—for that 

reason uloue we should contribute more and 

have our muniripal revenue laid under the con- 

tribution. ; : 

His ExcELEENcy—But we have a far larger 
military and naval force in Hongkong than in 
the Straits. | ; : 
v’ Hon. Ho Hai—Yes, but for Imperial pur- 
poses. I quitejagree that if the colony produces 
a willion or two million dollars more revenue 
than we get‘now, it is still fair that we should 
have to pay 173 per cent.j of it. That might 
increase to, twa or three lakis—I should be glad 
if the time woild come fot Hongkong to pay a 
million dollars as its 174 pe cent. (Laughter and 
applause). But what [ say is that the more we 
have to borrow and spend, whether on the sani- 
tary department or the hap supply or new 
roads or anything else ‘or the good of the 
colony, we shall require a larger amount of 
money, and we must borrojw the money and pay 
interest on the loans unless wo happen to have 
surplus onough to defray| everything. Now, . 
we cannot do that in future without some of the 
works returning to us some amount of interest 7 
or profit; but this return will be insufficient to 4 


meet interest pn the loans and sinking fund 
as well as the 174 per cent. military contribn- 
tion. So the effect of that policy ill be that:

HONGKONG REGATTA.

First Day Tuurspay. 12TH DEcEMNER. 
The weather which attended the pening of 
the annual Hongkong Regatta on Thursday was 
such as would have delighted the hearts of foot- 
ball players an‘ spectators. but it was certainly 
not the sort of weather one reasonably expects 
to have associated with rowing sports.

When 
there is a coutlict of evidence which is left to the 
decision of a, tribanal—whether it is a jury or 
whether it is a judge—it requires a case of very 
strong probability to warrant its being re- 
opened, as the danger of perjury upon rehearing - 
ix perfectly obvious if there is a conflict of 
evidence. On this ground we think that leave 
to appeal must be refused. We do not decide—

SEIZURE OF OPIUM ON A STEAMER 
AT SATGON.

As already reported, at Saigon a quantity of 
contraband opium was discovered on the steamer 

7 8. uit. Wo learn that one of the boys had 

luiwicn it ih the Captain's own cupboard and 

he ran away when the discovery was made. The 
quantity found was 800 taels, and as the penalty 

is 840 per tael the ship became liable to a fine 
of 832,000, but on the owners making repre- 
sentations to the Customs authorities the amount 
was reduced to $12,000, which has been paid. 
This reprebents a heavy loss to the owners. 
Masters of vessels visiting Saigon cannot be too 
careful about searching their vessels before ar- 
riving. The Customs often receive secret in- 
formation from Hongkong when any smuggling - 
venture is on the way and sometimes know exactly 
where to lbok for the opium, the informants of 
conrse recelving a heavy reward. In the case of 
the Siam.| however, the Customs had only

on bail. It appears fhat|while the Flintshire 
was at Saigon two meu in civilian clothes 
went on board and wanted|to arrange. a passage 
to Singapore. Although| they had uo tickets 
from the agents the Captain received them. 
allowed them to bring thtir luggage on board, 
and dined with them, of {course not knowing 
that they were desertery| and then they went 
ashore saying they wonld come back . on 
the day of sailing. On that day, at the last 
hour, they arrived, and |were caught by the 
police. Now the Captain has to answer a criminal 
charge and at the least/it is expected that 
a fine will be imposed on the steamer. At Saigon 
it is considered the Captain acted imprudently 
in allowing men to come pn board whom he did 
not know and who had no|jtickets. 

The Straits Times gives the following ac- 
count of the proceedings taken against the 
master of the Flintshire ut Saigon :—News has 
just reached Singapore of jwhat, on the face of 
the facts as we gather them, appears to be a very 
contemptible outrage by jthe French at Saigon 
on a British captain freq et that port.

lamps of their awn in addition to the ordinary 
vehicle Jamps.” | Surely a man in his right 
senses would not have written such nersense. 
In the light regulation it is stated that one 
lamp is sufficient for twelve persons and as the 
vehicle coolio is for the time heing a servant 
paid to carry the light for the passenger I 
should like to: know whether any members of 
the Pelice Fotce liave gone so far as to have 
arrested such persons. If they have, I am of 
opinion they should be prosecuted for wrongful 
arrest. Now: that several branches of trade 
have heen brotght to a standstill, and the busi- 
ness of the colony bids fair to be in the course 
of time bronght to the same plight.

and when the junk came back from Macao-he 
went on board and arrested one of the prisoners 
just as he was in the act of receiving some of 
the extortion money. The officer soon after- 
wards had the other man in -custedy. They 
were sent to gaol for six months with hard 
labour. yt 

The Hongkong Police have received informa- 
tion of a very daring robbery by violence which 
occurred in Ting Tan, a village in the Sun On 
district. About thirty’ men armed with re- 
volvers, carbines, and swords, entered the house 
of a steward employed on H.M.S. Pique, and 
forced the inmates to keep silent while they 
rifled the premises. ‘The steward. who was on 
leave, was not present at the time; only his 
family were in the house. The gang forced 
open a box and stole S80 in bank notes, $8300 in 
silver, four fixed deposit receipts on the Hong- 
kong and Shanghai Bank, worth $4,000, and 
several pieces of clothing. The desparadoes 
weut away without injuring any one, and the 
steward.on being told what had happened 
during his absence, gave information to the 
Hongkong Police and also to the Hongkong 
and Shanghai Bank in order that payment on 
the deposit receipts should be stopped. |
